FINE AT LIVERMORE.

Thought to Have Been the Work 
of a Firebug— No Insurance 
on Building or Stock. 

The large sawmill of Col. R. E 
Hackelt at Livermore binned to the 
ground last Friday morning at 1:30 
The fire ia supposed to have been of 
incendiary orgin. The fire was first 
discovered by the watchman at the 
Geneva mill which *is tast of Hackett 
mill and the alarm given but the fire 
was tinder such headway that it was 
lmpos ible to save the mill so the peo- 
ple went to work to keep the other 
buildings from burning and confined 
the fire to the mill. 

The Iona consist of the mill, dry 
house and storage room. In the dry 
house $2,000 worth ol rims and spokes 
bnrned, making totallosa of $7,000 or 
$8,000, with no insurance. 

Col. Hackett is oneef theoldeat mill 
men, having been engaged in bnsi 
ness at I.ivermore for over forty five 
years. He has been rather unfortu 
Date in the way ol fires, this being 
the fourth mill to bam, and one ex- 
ploaion of the biller, making five 
heavy losses for him. 

Mr. Hackett It is said is confilent 
that thin was the act of an incendiary 
as they examined the mill closely for 
fire that night before going to their 
home and the fire originated in a part 
of the mill where there was no chance 
for fire. There have been some belts 
cut and other damage done around 
the mill lately, which confirms Mr. 
Hackett in the belief of its having 
been aet on fire. They had no night 
watchman, bnt a colored maa who ia 
their engineer, slept in hia office and 
Lid to be awaken to get him ont of 
the 'uildlng. Mr. Hackett and hit 
son, Edgar, aay they will rebuild the 
mill at once.

CROP REPORT. 

Unprecedented Drought Prevails 
Over the Whole of 
Kentucky. 

The drouth prevailing in nearly all 
^arts of the Stale is almost unprece- 
dented in its severity. From nearly 
every county there comes the cry thai 
stock water is scarce and stock is be- 
ing driven lor milts for water. It. 
many places the stnauis, springs 
and cisterns have given out, causing 
2 water famine tor nun as well 
as beast. There is great com- 
plaint that nearly all the gia-s seed 
sown tor meadows have perished for 
want of moisture. There is also ap- 
prehension that a large part of the 
wheat, rye and winter oat seed will 
perish from the same cause. The 
early sown grain came up.^all right, 
but there has not been sufficient 
moisture in the ground for it to make 
any progress. The grain sown later 
remains unsprouted in the ground 
yet. It remains to be seen what the 
effect will be if the drought contin- 
ues much longer. 

The corn crop generally In the 
State is a good one. many counties 
report a bumper crop, while others, 
notably in the fourth division of the 
State, report en exceedingly short 
crop. 

The acreage of wheat was not in- 
creased as expected, only a few coun- 
ties reporting an increase above an 
average, while quite a number fall 
much below. The drou’h setting in 
so early that it interfered with pre- 
paring the land f>r wheat accounts 
for the small Herbage sown. The 
/mount of lrnd seeded to rye is a full 
acreage. The acreage of winter oats 
is below the average, largely on ac- 
count of tht failure last season. 

The tobacco was saved in good 
condition. Free from frost, worm- 
cut and dirt, it ought to be a very 
useful crop While the crop is not a 
large one anywhere, it is reported to 
be quite a short one in the first and 
fourth districts. Live stock are ful- 
ly up to the standard in numbers and 
conditions. The apple crop for win- 
ter is less than half a crop. All 
things considered the farmer has 
many things to be thankful for, and 
can eat his Thanksgiving Turkey 
with praise to his G >d and self-con- 
gratulation th«c it might have been 
worse.
